Genealogical research is constantly 


being made easier and easier. It isn’t 
today the bugaboo it used to be years 
ago. Even now one of its difficult phases 
is to find the whereabouts of books that 
will dispel the fog. However, more and 
more libraries are beginning to recognize 
the necessity of letting the general pub- 
lic know what is available in its various 
departments. They have learned that 
it isn’t enough to have the tens or hun- 
dreds of thousands of entries in their 
card files. As Mr. A. Logan, chairman, 
Manchester Libraries Committee, has 
said, “Excellent as these catalogues are 
for consultation by visitors to the li- 
brary, they do not reveal the richness 
of the library’s resources to students in 
other parts of the country or overseas.” 

During the first quarter of 1956 there 
came from the press Part 1 of a subject 
catalogue on genealogy, Pedigrees and 
Family Histories, issued by the Man- 
chester, England, Public Libraries. Ac- 
cording to Mr. D. I. Colley, F. L. A., city 
librarian, future volumes will embrace 
Parish Registers, Wills, Personal and 
Place Names, Orders of Nobility and 
Heraldry. 

List Many Books 

The present volume is nine-and-a-half 
by seven-and-a-quarter and contains 88 
pages. Each page is divided into two 
columns, General works on genealogy, 
pedigrees and family history are ar- 
ranged alphabetically by author, editor 
or title. Listed are 1,457 individual books. 
The first forty-three entries deal with 
books and magazines on the genera! 
topic of genealogy; entries forty-four to 
one hundred thirty-two, inclusive, deal 
with pedigrees in general; entries one 
hundred thirty-three to two hundred six, 
inclusive, are general histories of fam- 
ilies, arranged in alphabetic order by au- 
thor, and entries two hundred seven to 
1,457, inclusive, deal with individual 
families or groups of families, arranged 
in alphabetic order by family name. 

The book contains two valuable in- 
dexes — an author index including in 
alphabetical sequence the names of au- 
thors, editors, translators, etc., and the 
titles of anonymous books, periodicals 
and other books having no author stat- 
ed, and an index of places mentioned 
in the titles of books.

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New German 
Edition Aids 


Researchers 


Individuals interested in German fam- 
ilies will find a new volume issued by 
the C. A. Starke-Verlag, Glucksburg, Ot- 
of intense interest. The 
720-page, seven by ten, volume, “Wer 
Sucht Wen?” — “Who is Searching for 
Whom?” — contains the names of about 
5,500 researchers in different sections of 
Germany. The various names in which 
each researcher is interested are listed 
with a number or numbers referring to 
other researchers also working on that 
particular line. In this respect the ar- 
rangement of the volume is much like 
that of the Annual Exchange Edition of 
THE GENEALOGICAL HELPER. 

One section lists the cities and commu- 
nities named in the book, giving the 
mames and addresses of the various :i- 
braries (bibliothek) and archives lo- 
cated there, the names of researchers 
living there, and the names of the pro- 
fessional genealogists doing research, 
in that particular area. 

The advertising section of the book 
contains professional cards of genealog- 
ists in various parts of Germany, Bel- 
gium, Sweden, Denmark, Norway, Swit- 
zerland and Austria. 

The complete German title of the book 
is “Verzeichnis der Familienforscher 
und Familienverbande Familienstiftun- 
gen und Familienkundlichen Vereini- 
gungen Archive und Bibliotheken.” The 
book is compiled by Erich Wasmans- 
dorff.

Society To Make 
Big Decision 


Adoption of a standard record of mar- 
riage for use in all of the states has been 
under consideration for more than a 
year or two by officials of the US Pub- 
lic Health Service and the various State 
Health Departments. Since the differ- 
ent states have had entirely different 
kinds of reports and records for many 
years, some officials have worked in- 
cessantly for the adoption of a uniform 
record for all states. For instance mar- 
riage records in some states have en- 
tirely omitted a place for recording the 
names of the parents of the parties in 
the marriage contract. 

Genealogists Write 

To give the officials in question the 
ideas of those interested in genealogical 
research The National Genealogical So- 
ciety, Washington, D. C. several months 
ago urged several genealogists to send 
their opinions to those working on a re- 
vision of the records. 





Complimenting the group on the re- 
vision progress, J. Frederick Dorman, 
chairman of the Marriage Records com- 
mittee of the National Genealogical So- 
ciety, deplored the exclusion of names of 
parents from the required items of the 
proposed form. He expressed fear that 
leaving them as optional items would 
lead to their eventual exclusion from 
the form. 

“The linking of one generation to 
another by including the names of par- 
ents on marriage records is almost tradi- 
tional, both here and abroad,” said Mr. 
Dorman. “While there are a few excep- 
tions in some of our states, this is the 
opportune time to correct such omis- 
sions by making names of parents a re- 
quired item — rather than pave the 
way for its eventual deletion by designat- 
ing it as optional,” 

Urges Retention of Names 

Mr. Dorman suggested that to make 
the necessary space available to include 
the names of parents, two presently re- 
quired items could be made optional— 
usual occupation and kind of business 
or industry. He expressed the idea 
that those two items would more like- 
ly be of temporary value and therefore 
might better be consigned to the option- 
al items. 


In February of this year when it be- 
came known no decision had as yet been

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Use Your Influence To Make Research Easier 


As noted in another column in this issue, a committee of state registrars 


of vital statistics is cooperating with the United States Public Health Office 
in working out a standard marriage record to be used by all states. Thus 


far, if our information has been correct, no agreement has been reach- 
ed as to the items to be included in this standard record. 


Some members of the committee favor the inclusion of the names of 
the parents of the groom and the bride, while others insist it is more im- 
portant to note the usual occupation of the contracting parties and the kind 
of business or industry in which they are engaged. 


Genealogists the country over are hoping and praying for the sake 
of researchers in the years to come that the names of the parents will be 
a required item on the standard record. This would be an aid of greatest 
importance to all searchers of genealogical information. To omit it would 
be a decided hindrance in their work and would increase their difficulties. 


Among the marks of identity are the individual's given and surname, 
place and date of birth, names of parents. It may some time happen that 
two boys or girls may be born about the same period, in the same commu- 
nity and to parents of the same family name. In such a case, the most im- 
portant means of identification would be the father’s given name and the 
mother’s given and maiden surname. While it may be true that all of 
this is part of the information generally taken down by the church officials, 
it should not be forgotten that in many cases the civil institutions are the 
only places where the birth data is recorded. 


If there is any way in which you can influence your State Health Depart- 
ment and your State Registrars of Vital Statistics to aid in stabilizing this 
important information and make it a required item on the new forms be 
sure to do so. Contact them as soon as possible and impress on them the 
necessity of including these important items on the new statistical forms.

Horowitz-Margareten 
Genealogy Printed 


“Directory and Genealogy of the Horo- 
witz-Margareten Family” by Dr. Joel 
Margaretten in collaboration with Jacob 
I. Horowitz, George Horowitz, Rabbi Ed- 
ward Horowitz, and Dr. Isadore Mar- 
garetten. The authors are prominent 
professional men of Los Angeles and New 
York. Printed in 1956, the book is re- 
plete with good pictures of members of 
the families included. The book brings 
up-to-date another family register pub- 
lished in 1929. 

The history begins with Isaac Horo- 
witz, born about 1755 in a Bohemian city 
from which he took his surname. He was 
a descendant of Jacob who came to Hun- 
gary from Poland. The first one in the 
family to come to America was Osher 
Horowitz who came here in 1882 to es- 
cape military service in Hungary. The 
superlative descriptions of America he 
sent back soon brought his parents and 
brothers and sisters here where the fam- 
ily established a bakery which since 
then has made the Horowitz name a 
household word in Jewish families the 
world over. 

One section of the book contains fif- 
ty-three genealogical charts showing the 
descendants of the family from 1755 to 
the present. 

A third section is an alphabetic index 
of all family members with their respec- 
tive code numbers. Listed are about 
1,350 individuals bearing 235 different 
surnames. Photographs of about 750 of 
the persons listed are included in the 
book.

made relative to the required and the 
optional items many individuals and 
genealogical organizations appealed 
again to the members of the committee 
on the proposed uniform state records in 
behalf of the inclusion of the names of 
parents—items so important to all genea- 
logical researchers. 

The following letter was mailed by 
The Everton Publishers to all the mem- 
bers of the Standard Record of Marri- 
age Committee: 

“We have recently had an opportunity 
to read the Progress Report by Dr. Hugh 
Carter of the National Office of Vital 
Statistics, US Public Health Service, on 
the proposed adoption of a new Stand- 
ard Marriage Record for all of the states 
in the union, The adoption of such a uni- 
torm record for. use in all states is 
highly commendable. 

Would Aid Identification 

“However, we note with apprehension 
the exclusion of the names of the par- 
ents of the contracting parties from the 
required items on the form. We are cer- 
tain such an omission will be greatly re- 
gretted by genealogical researchers 
throughout the nation. In such research 
many marks must be used for the com- 
plete identification of the individual con- 
cerned, Fate sometimes gives identical 
names to children born in the same lo- 
cality within the same period of time. A 
complete identification is impossible 
through the use only of the person’s 
given name, birthplace, and date of birth. 
The father’s complete name and the 
mother’s maiden name are absolutely 
necessary for a positive identification. As 
one of the obvious reasons for the record 
is identification the names of the par- 
ents should be included to make it com- 
plete.

Plead for Inclusion 
“We beg of you, in the names of mil- 
lions of genealogical researchers, not to 
omit the name of the parents from the 
required items on the new marriage 
form. We realize that in case of illigi- 
timacy the complete information may be 


unobtainable, but this omission is in- 
significant in comparison to the diffi- 
culties that would ensue if parents’ 


names are completely omitted,” 

Early in May 1956 the following ack- 
nowledgement from W. D. Carroll, Texas 
State Registrar, Bureau of Vital Statis- 
tics, one of the members of the special 
committee working ‘on the uniform 
standardization of the marriage record, 
was received: 

“Letters which have been received by 
members of the Public Health Confer- 
ence on Records and Statistics, concern- 
ing the desirability of entering names of 
parents on the Standard Record of Mar. 
riage, were carefully reviewed at the 
recent biennial meeting of the Confer- 
ence. 

“The Conference Working Group on 
Marriage and Divorce discussed this 
question at length, and their conclu- 
sions were reviewed in Regional Meet- 
ings that included representatives of the 
vital statistics offices of the States and 
independent registration areas. Finally, 
the subject was reviewed by the Coun- 
cil of the Conference. 

“We feel that the 
should be stressed:

date, and the suggestion to incluGe names 
of parents of the bride and groom will 
receive careful attention. 

“2. The Standard Record of Marri- 
age represents a list of minimum desir- 
able items to which all States can agree. 
Several suggested items, although high- 
ly desirable, are not included because 
the first concern of the Conference must 
be uniform records and statistics of mar- 
riage for the entire United States. 


“3. The form and contents of State 
marriage records are under the juris- 
diction of the several States. Adoption 
of the items on the Standard Record of 
Marriage by a State does not require or 
encourage the removal of additional 
item presently on the State marriage 
certificate. 

Serves Valuable Purpose 

“4. The Conference has stressed that 
States may retain and add items not on 
the Standard Record and, indeed, en- 
courages this practice where feasible and 
cesirable. Several States now have the 
names of parents of the bride and groom 
on their marriage forms and plan to re- 
tain them, while other states are free 
to add such items at their discretion. 

“5S. Information on parents can serve 
several other useful purposes as well as 
genealogical records. However, even in 
the absence of these items on the marri- 
age record, the information may still be 
obtained by record-linkage in masi 
cases. On the marriage record, date 
and place of birth of the bride and the 
groom are recorded, from which one 
may trace the birth records on which 
names of parents will be found. 

“We appreciate your continued active 
interest in maintaining good marriage 
records and hope the information here 
will allay some of your concerns. 

“When the Standard Record of Mar- 
riage is taken up for revision, the items

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Book Concern 
Reproduces 
Early Records 


During the past several years reprints 
of various valuable long-out of print 
genealogical books have been made by 
the Southern Book Company, 6 E. 
Franklin Street, Baltimore 2, Maryland. 
This has been a great boon to research- 
ers who otherwise would have to go 
without the information or secure it 
through far more expensive methods. 

Recently two early American records 
have again been placed on the market 
through this procedure. These books are 
“Mayflower Descendants and Their Mar- 
riages for Two Generations after the 
Landing,” and “Pocahontas and Her Des- 
cendants.” 

Descendants Named 

The “Mayflower Descendants” con- 
tains the compact signed by the forty- 
one adult men aboard the ship on 11 
November 1620, “A Short History of 
the Church of the Pilgrim Founders of 
New England,” by John Tannehill Lan- 
dis, and the three generation genealog- 
ies of the twenty-two couples. Two of 
the married couples aboard had only 
one daughter each who married into one 
of the other families. These twenty-four 
families had eighty-five children and 
five hundred ninety three grandchildren. 
The families, their children and grand- 
children were as follows: John Alden, 
nine and sixty-two; Isaac Allerton, three 
and twenty-one; John Billington, one 
end nine; William Bradford, two and sev- 
enteen; William Brewster, four and six- 


teen; Peter Brown, two and sixteen; 
James Chilton, two and ten; Francis 
Cooke, five and thirty-eight; Edward 
Doty, nine and seventy-five; Frances 


Eaton, three and eight; Edward Fuller, 
one and nine; Samuel Fuller, one and 
seven; Stephen Hopkins, four and twen- 
ty-seven; John Howland, nine and sev- 
enty-four; Degory Priest, two and nine; 
Thomas Rogers, two and twelve; Henry 
Sampson, six and forty-seven; George 
Soul, five and forty-one; Myles Standish, 
two and nineteen; Richard Warren, sev- 
en and fifty-four; William White, two 
and fourteen; Edward Winslow, two and 
eight. The dates of birth, deaths, and, 
in some cases, the marriages of the 
children and the grandchildren are giv- 
en, as well as the names and statistics 
of the respective husbands or wives. 
All of this information is difficult to 
find because of the scarceness of the 
criginal copies of the text, making the 
reprint of extreme value to the research- 
er and the historian. The pamphlet 


contains thirty-eight pages.

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Seattle Library Patrons Have Access To Old Records @ 








By LUCILLE McDONALD 


As a public service to genealogists and 
historians the Seattle Genealogical So- 
ciety in a recent bulletin published the 
records of the earliest King County mar- 
riages. 

The information, taken from the first 
volume in the county auditor’s office 
and covering the years 1853 to 1869, 
was accompanied by supplementary an- 
notations in parenthesis. 

Mrs. Harold Lamont Adams, who edits 
the bulletin, and Mrs. Carol Lind, refer- 
ence assistant in charge of genealogy 
at the Seattle Public Library, did most 
of the work and hope that since the en- 
terprise is launched other members will 
assist in carrying on. 

By carefully checking the later type- 
script with the original they were able 
to make corrections where handwriting 
was misconstrued, They also compared 
the marriage with the census record for 
i860 and with an obituary file in the 
Seattle Public Library. 

In their research the two women be- 
lieve they discovered data on the first 
twins born in Seattle, though they have 
not yet learned the names of the infants. 
The parents were Charles and Ellen 
Smith Plummer, whose marriage is list- 
ed seventh in the book. Ellen died in 
1858 at the birth of her twin babies and 
Entry No. 18 indicates that Charles on 
July 4, 1860, was married a second time 
to Sarah J. Harris. 

Speaking of Fourth of July weddings, 
Mrs. Adams called attention to Entry 
No, 31, in which the Rev. D. R. MeMil- 
lin records the following: 

“I hereby certify that on the 4th day 
of July, 1863, I joined in the bonds of 
matrimony Martin Givler of White Riv- 
er to Issabell Johns of Duwamish River 
near the house of D. A. Nealy during 
the celebration.” 

The bride was the daughter of Ben- 
nett L., and Elizabeth Suttle Johns. 

Often marriage records did not con- 
tain complete names of both principals, 
as in the No. 2 entry: 

“John Bradley and Mary his wife was 
married by me, a justice of the Peace, 
on the 19th day of October, A. D., 1853 at 
the house of William M. Smith at the 
town of New York in King County, Ore- 
gon Territory.” Dr. David S. Maynard 
was the official. 

Mrs. Lind is sure that Mary’s sur- 
hame was Smith and the place was the 
Alki District of West Seattle. 

The first marriage in the book was 


performed by Maynard, that of David T. 
Denny to Louisa Boren, January 23. 
1853, at the Arthur A. Denny house in 
Seattle. 

The Rev. D. E. Blain(e) married five 
of the couples: William H. Brannon and 
Elizabeth Livingston, December 29, 1853; 
John M. Thomas and Nancy Russell, 
February 5, 1854; Timothy Grow of Du- 
wamish River and E. Elizabeth Johns of 
Seattle, February 19, 1854; Samuel L. 
Grow and Eveline Avery, February 9, 
1855 and Charles and Ellen Plummer, 
January 1, 1855. 

The Rev. I. F. Devore of Steilacoom 
reported the wedding March 10, 1854, 
of George Haywood and Lucy E. Loud, 
both of King County. 

Two more marriages took place in 
1855: Louis Merilet to Lucinda Collins, 
May 21, before Justice of the Peace C. 
C. Lewis, and Charles E. H. Reed to Emi- 
ly A. Gove of Olympia before Edward 
Lander, chief justice of Washington Ter- 
ritory, October 26. 

Several of Seattle’s best-known pi- 
oneers had weddings in the family in 
1856. Olivia Holgate was married to Ed- 


mund Carr, Charles Terry and Mary 
Jane Russell plighted their troth at 
Port Madison (with Judge Lander pre- 


siding) and Eliza Ann Mercer and Wal- 
ter Graham were wed. 

Another Mercer daughter followed her 
sister to the altar in 1857 when Mary 
Jane became the bride of Henry G. Par- 
sons of Thurston County. 

Dr. Maynard pronounced the vows for 
Capt. John S. Hill of the Puget Sound 
steamer Ranger No. 2 and Adalaide An- 
drews, August 28, 1859, and for Lewis 
Van Dyne Wyckoff and Ursula McCona- 
ha, widow of the pioneer legislator and 
attorney, George McConaha, August 28. 
Ursula was the mother of the first 
white child born in Seattle, say the an- 
notators. 

Other ceremonies at which Dr. May- 
nard presided in 1860 were the Plum- 
mers’ and the wedding of Elijah H. Mc- 
Almond of Dungeness to Mrs. Elmira 
Keller of Seattle. 

The following are the remaining mar- 
riages in the book to which the society 
has appended genealogical data when- 
ever available: 

1860— Francis McNatt and Mrs. Ann 
Burns, July 29; Thomas S. Russell and 
Susan Elizabeth Crow, October 4; Harry 
E. Hitchcock and Pheba Mariah McMil- 
len, October 9; Frederick Frye and 
Catherine Elizabeth (Louisa) Denny, Oc- 


tober 25. 

1861—William Woolbridge and Diana 
Collins, January 19; S. B. Abbott and 
Leonora Harmon, February 6; David 
Graham and Susanna Mercer, May 23. 

1862—Noah H. Talk and Nancy Brown, 
August 10; James A. L. Crow and Emily 
Russell, September 18; Henry Van As- 
selt and Catherine Jane Maple, Decem- 
ber 29. 

1863—Ira R. Woodin and Susannah 
M. Campbell, January 1; Lewis McMil- 


len and Betsy Ann Keller, September 
6. 

1864—John J. Moss and Teresa Jane 
McClellan, January 25; Edward A. 


Thorndike and Mary E. Webster, Feb- 
ruary 4. 

1869—S. W. Sibley and Mary A. Sim- 
mons, July 11; John T. Stewart and Nan- 
cy H. Faucett, August 8; Daniel W. 
Post and Lucy M. Olmsted, August 19. 

One of the weddings, that of Francis 
MecNatt, was not recorded for three years 
after it took place. Dr. Maynard, who 
officiated, must have been in one of his 
forgetful moods. 

Mrs. Adams found quaint wording in 
some certificates. Most of the early 
ones were “according to the laws of 
Washington Territory;” later they show- 
ed the influence of newly arrived mini- 
sters and were “according to the laws 
of God and Washington Territory.” 

Mrs. Adams says the genealogical so- 
ciety plans to cover marriage records 
up to 1900 and will seek permission to 
index the earliest birth and death rec- 
ords in the county. Most similar or- 
ganizations in the East prepare such list- 
ings. 

The Seattle Genealogical Society has 
existed since 1923 and now has 330 mem- 
bers. Meetings are well attended and 
there is an active interest in genealogy. 
The society’s bulletin has a mailing list 
of 600, out of which 250 copies go to li- 
braries over the United States and to 
genealogical specialists. 

Mrs. Adams adds, “I feel that publish- 
ing our records in Seattle is worth while 
and in the long run will pay off in the 
number of persons it assists in tracing 
their ancestry. You’d be surprised how 
many one meets who do not know their 
own grandparents’ names.”

During and immediately following the 
Revolutionary War many so called Loy- 
alist families, groups that remained loy- 
al to England during the war, emigrated 
to Canada where some of them have re- 
mained since then.

Give all the 
information you can such as dates of birth, marriage, death, etc. Also 
give other facts or traditions such as place of birth, marriage, death; place 
and date of children's birth; religion, military service; occupation, etc., etc. 

2. Each query must be typewritten on a separate sheet—never on a 
sheet with an order or other matter. This will facilitate handling and 
avoid their being overlooked. ’ 

3. All hand written queries will be typed and returned for proofing 
with a charge of % cent per word for this service. Handwritten meterial 
has caused considerable trouble in the past—with dates, names and places 
being misinterpreted. 

4. The name and address of the querist must appear on each and every 
question submitted to the Question Box.
